The inen of British blood 
in South Aftics are worth widny Himes more |—-* 
than the Boers in that country, and they 
only, needéd a fair chance to -silently and 
painlessly, but of course very graduflly, 
absorb the backward race.’ 4 

But, argues Mr Michie, Mr Rhodes was 
not thet only man who arrested the as- 
similation. Lord Curnarvon (following Mr 
Froude’s lead) voinmitted the same mis- 
decd, with his promaturo schemes of 
politieal federation. The Boers, says Mr 
Mitchie, ara a shiftless, wasteful, unpro- 
gressive peuple, ere ‘tramps, who can 
ronly ‘move on,’ vr do ‘as a cow’ does, 
that having ‘trampled one field of green 
corn, moves on ta the next.’ And he adds 
that thy Boers ‘did not trek-from British 
tyranny, but from the restraints of civiliza- 
tion.’ However, the Boer is, we are as- 
sured, good raw stuff.. He’ can be ns- 
Stmilstod’ into the British system. Mr 
Michie ends with the declaration that 
‘South Africa requires first of all that the 
British Govermnent shall definitely aasert 
its authority there, and that, to this end, 
the hnperial Gavernment must devise etii- 
cient machinery to execute its -will.’-- 
Daily News (London). 


BALLOONING IN A STORM, 
TERRIQLE EXPERIENCES, 
J Paris, July 28. 

Altogether three balloons were caught it 
the storm of Sunday, The largest was the 
+) Jupiter, which made its ascent near Vilette, 
and. was directed hy M. Boiteux, 1 well- 
known scronaut, with threo axsistants, 
MM. Legrand, Foueart, and Cropillon. 
Mz. Boiteux, notwithstanding the threaten- 
ing weather, refused to disappoint the, 
crowd. Tho balloon was caught in the 
hurricune at the height of€00 fect and 
swept on atthe rate of 86 aniles on hour. 
It-rose as it went on tu a« height of nearly 
three miles, where the mereury registered 
21 degress below freezing point. The air 
was there relatively calm, but the balloon, 
which had been drenched below, became 
frozen, The weight of the ice drew it down 
into the wind current again. ‘ But it would 
have been impossible for the aeronauts to 
keep long above the sterm. The rarefied 
atmoaphere made them bleed at the curs 
and nose. They :were too.stupefied and 
hhenumbed to direct the balloon. The atorm 
brought the blackness of-night with it, und 
}this prevented them from seving where 
i they, were.
